Congestion of the supply bis existed 
today in both the Senate and House, Of 
16 lengthy appropriation measures only 
one-—the legislative, executive and judic- 
jiary—has passed both branches. Only 
eight have passed the House. 

Legislative avenues in both houses 
were cleared today to rush through the 
“budget” measures, almost to the exclu- 
sion of everything else. The House will 
attempt no other general legislation. The 
Senate has only three bills on its sched- 


ule, the Kenyon liquor bill, a‘ seamen’s | 


Jabor bill and that creating a new de- 
partment of Jabor. 

Many of the most important supply 
bills—the naval, with its battleship pro- 
visions; the sundry civil, pensions, West 
Point Military Academy, diplomatie and 
‘consular and general: deficiency—have 
not even been reported to the House. In 
addition a public building bill is 
promised. 

Investigations ranging from the money 
trust to federal officials, have impeded 
work so far. These are generally com- 
pleted. 

If a public buildings bill is passed, 
veterans of the capital predict this will 
be another $1,000,000,000 Congress. Most 
of the appropriation bills, this winter, 
are much larger than those last year. 

Anywhere from $1,000,000,000 to $1,- 
050,000,000 is the estimated total appro- 
priations in sight.

Cooperative stores will be opened 
throughout Greater Boston next winter 
if plans discussed by the Ford Hall Folks, | 
& committee formed from the audiences 
at the Sunday-evening lectures tu extend | 
the movement, mature. The proposed | 
stores would be conducted on the English 
principle, paying periodically a dividend | 
derived from the middleman’s profits. | 
Based on the same plan the Charles River 
cooperative store opened today at~ the 
junction of Chestnut and Charles streets. | 

Goods here are to be sold at regular | 
retail prices during at least the first pe- 
riod of the store’s development, but 
every member of the cooperative society | 
who has paid the 85 admission fee is to 
receive a quarterly dividend on all pur- | 
chases that will amount, the directors 
believe, to 10 per cent. 

Instead of going to the manager of the 
store, the profit on every pure hase goes | 
into the cooperative fund and is paid out} 
from that fund at each quarter. | 

For about a vear the society has run 
a cooperative society In a small way. 
The plan brought such good results that 
the larger society, with a store of its 
own, seemed a logical development. Mrs, |

Our store will sell 
provisions. Perhaps a little later we 
shall sell fuel and clothing. We shall 
give full weight and measure. Gradually | 
we may work through the middlemen 
and jobbers to the source of supply. thus 
reducing expenses still more, but this 
cannot be done in one vear. We must 
use present business machinery as we 
find it. with a view tou reducing the 
waste.”

W ASHINGTON—The week in 


Congress was ‘notable because it defi- 


nitely settled the controversy as to the 
form that should be taken by the $2,- 
000,000 memorial to Abraham Lingoln. 
The contest finally was narrowed down 
to two propositions—-a national highway 
between this city and Gettysburg, and 
a classic. memorial on the bank on the 
Potomac, just west of the Washington 
monument. The latter was victorious 
by an overwhelming majority. 
action of the House last week is final, 
the memorial plan having previously 
been adopted by the Senate. Plans will

Inside, in a 
hall. higher-than the chamber of the 
House of Representatives, will be «a co 
Jossal statue of Lincoln, and on a tablet 
will be engraved his Gettysburg addfess, 
The building will be located on the axis 
of the Capitol and the Washington mon- 
ument. 

That the monument is to be placed as 
the Lincoln memorial commission rec- 
ommended, means that the systematic 
beautification of the nationa] capital is 
to be continued along the lines set 
down by men of skill and taste, after a

The. memorial in the. mall in this city, 
however, will really symbolize the beauty 
and strength of Linecoln’s character and 
his services te the republic. 


Important. as intimating what Con- 
gress in the future years may do, were 
the remarks of Representative Manno 
of Chicago, minority floor leader, during 
the ‘House debate. He said would 
follow the building of the Lincoln mem- 
orial ‘with the. building of a memorial 
bridge across the Potomac to the Lee 
mansion, in the midst of Arlington na- 
tional cemetery, and the construction of 
a gréat highway to Mt. and 
thence on to Richmond, where he would 
build a national monument to Jefferson 
Davis. It is significant of the national 
sentiment in this matter that, when Mr. 
Mann concluded these references to Lin- 
coln, Lee, Washingtén and Davis, 
House responded with generous and pro- 
longed applause. The memorial bridge 
and the highway to Mt. Vernon have 
been before Congress for years, and some 
day. it is now admitted, they will be 
provided for. As for the rest, the nov- 
elty of having the leader of the Repub- 
licans in the House mention Jefferson 
Davis in the same breath with Washing- 
ton, Lee and Lincoln was as unexpected 
as it was inoffensive, so far as the House 
is concerned. 


Taft Appointments 


It is the belief of perhaps a majority 
of. senators that the Republicans have 
Jost their fight for the confirmation of 
the pending Taft appointees.

Such a test of endurance would gain 
nothing and might prevent the passage 
of important appropriation bills and 
ather legislation. 

The merits of this patronage contro- 
versy would be of more genera! interest 
if they related to some great principle, 
political or otherwise. If precedent were 
to govern, the Republicans could prob- 
ably rally the bulk of independent opin- 
ion on their aide. There was no such 
scramble when Mr, Cleveland was elected 
in 1884 or in 1892, and the Democratea of 
the Senate did not strive to prevent the 
confirmation of nominations made by 
Presidents Arthur and Harrison in the 
late winter of 1885 and 1893. Nor did 
Republican senators make any objection 
in 1889 and 1897 to the exercise by an 
outgoing Democratic President of his 
right to fill vacancies occurring within 
the limits of his term.

in 1912, the subscriber having contributed 
in other and much larger ways to the 
museum. The total admissions for the 
year were 220,043, a slight decrease from 
1911, when they were 224,067. This de- 
crease Was entirely in paid admissions. 
The expenses exceeded the income by 
$33,.44.44. This deficit was decreased to 
$23,566.42 by the application of special 
contributions to specified expenses. The 
excess of expenses over income does not 
differ substantially from that: in 1911. 
The heating and care of the new build- 
ing when completed will further increase 
expenses by at least $15,000. The museum 
must therefore continue to face a deficit 


‘ which can only be paid out of principal.

A national bank depository paying one

Hanus of Harvard to investigate the New 
York city school system, has reported 
that the elementary school in New York 
city from the point of view of the age 
of its pupil is not an elementary school 
at all, but an elementary school, a 
high school, and a college all in one. 

“There are thousands of pupils in each 
grade,” he says, “who are below the 
grade in which their age entitles them 
to be. There are pupils in the second 
grade who should be in the eighth grade; 
pupils in*the third whé should’ be in the 
high school, and pupils graduating from 
the elementary school who should be in 
college. 

“The practise of holding pupils in the 


relementary schools until long after they 


are 14 should be discontinued, and at- 
tendance should be limited to the period 
between 6 and 14.” 

Discussing “forced promotions,” Dr. 
Bachman asserts that a unjform rate of 
promotion of 90 per cent is maintained 
by an unwritten rule, without due re- 
gard to fitness.

The agricultural college seems to be regarded as a foreign insti- 
tution, chiefly of interest to men employed in its work who make 
raids upon the state treasury and gather glory in proportion to the 
amount of money they can carry away. That manner of stand-off 
estimate is mischievous to the college, of course: but is it not more 
so to the state? Actually, the college is the arm of the common- 
wealth for reaching the farmers, to give them skill in management 
and enlightenment in methods. All the testimony of the times ts 
to the point that the immediate and future welfare of the people 
demands this application of thought and training to the soil. Massa- 
chusetts, of all states, might be expected not to curb its effort to make 
its agriculture intelligent and effective in the interest of the people. 
It might be expected not to permit its great school of agriculture 
to falter or lessen in efficiency in the period when there is the loudest 
demand for the work of farm restoration and progress. 


The issue between the college and the state easily becomes 


institutional and personal. In common sense it is neither. Interest- 
ing and vigorous a man as is the president of the college, the college 
is not his affair. It is the state’s, or to say it better it 1s the state 
at work through one of its activities for a great purpose which it 
cannot neglect without injury and loss to itself. The Legislature 
is the agency by which the value of the work is best judged and the 
right conclusion effected as to the way the state shall continue it.

the Peruvian capital that could not help giv- 
ing rise to ammated discussion throughout 
South America. Seen at this distance the 
happenings in Lima appear to have been less 
in the nature of a grave political crisis than 
a turbulently popular indorsement of Presi- 
dent Billinghurst and the new regime. Leav- 
_ ing to one side the comment of the press of the neighboring republics, 
all of which are too deeply concerned to be unbiased, it is interesting 
to note what a leading newspaper of the Argentine Republic has to 
offer on the subject. In one of the last numbers to hand La Prensa 
of Buenos Aires, in its customary review of South American affairs, 
has an article entitled “The Peruvian Crisis—Its Influence at Home 
and Abroad” discussing the start of the Billinghurst administration, 
nationally and internationally. 

Recalling the stirring events that preceded the election by Con- 
gress of the present executive—events which forced President 
Leguia and his majority in Congress to withdraw their own candidate 
and yield unconditionally to the will of the people in the face of an 
unmistakably imminent civil conflict—La Prensa points out that so 
long as the same Congress was sitting none but an anti-reform policy 
of obstruction could be expected from the moment President Billing- 
hurst took his stand as the choice not of a coerced Congress but of 
a spontaneous plebiscite. That situation could not possibly last very 
long, especially since the negotiations with Chile for an understand- 
ing on what constitutes the Alsace-Lorraine question of South Amer- 
ica were seriously interfered with thereby. Matters had to come to 
a head and the incident of the assault on that printing establishment 
proved instrumental. The vote of censure by Congress, the fall 
of the prime minister, the appointment of the minister’ of war to 
that post, the avoidance of a cabinet crisis, finally the withdrawal 
of all government bills before Congress and the closing of the latter 
with prospective new elections—all this happened in crisp succession 
and now “everything is possible,” says La Prensa, “since the two 
sides dispose of elements whose relative strength it is impossible to 
gauge at this time.” What is really the core of the Peruvian situa- 
tion is brought out strikingly by the Buenos Aires paper in these 
words: “Senor Billinghurst is not officially supported by either or 
any of the traditional political parties of Peru though he enjoys the 
sympathies of all. But it is the popular element that favors him 
particularly and at the head of it stand certain political groups 
which, if today somewhat insufficiently organized, to a certain extent 
command the support of the army and include men occupying very 
high military posts.”’ 

In these circumstances, a successful reaction led by supporters 
of the old regime seems hardly likely, although, as La Prensa says, 
the final decision may be deferred. As for the great work of interna- 
tional reconciliation inaugurated by President Billinghurst and find- 
_ing expression in the negotiations with Chile, Ecuador and Columbia, 
it must undoubtedly depend largely on the political situation of the 
country ; but as it is the popular element in Peru, not a political party, 
which supports President Billinghurst and his policies, the eventual 
triumph of the movement for solidarity appears certain.

respected because it has claimed the devotion of so many people of 
acknowledged ability and brilliancy of intellect. Not counting at 
all the players who have been purely chess experts and who have 
displayed genius in their performances, many of the world’s leaders 
at different periods have found in the solution of the problems of 
the board the relaxation, diversion, entertainment and sometimes the 
instruction and inspiration, that have aided them to achieve successes 
in their various fields. Some of the names most prominent in mod- 
ern history are identified with the game. It is a mathematician’s 
pastime. It has been called “the art of human reason.” It offers 
combinations that are practically inexhaustible. Edwyn Anthony, in 
an article published in the Chess Players Chronicle in 1878, com- 
puted approximately that the number of ways of playing only the 
first ten moves on each side is 169,518,829,100,544,000,000,000,- 
000.000. 

Perhaps chess would be a far more popular game if it were 
taken less seriously. It is not conducive to its popularity that 
greater attention is paid to those who do wonderful things with the 
game than to those who pursue it simply as a restful pastime. It 
seems to be difficult for the average beginner to forget Morphy, 
Lasker, Rubenstein, Marshall, Chajes, Janowski, and so on, and 
vet there is a splendid margin of satisfaction for the chess player, 
who, finding in his neighborhood, town or club a fairly equal match, 
sits down occasionally and puts up cheerftilly with an amateur vic- 
tory or an amateur defeat Great chess plavers are as rare as great 
mathematicians, but the fact that great mathematicians are rare does 
not deter people from doing the best they can with simple arithmetic. 


To PROVE that there is absolutely nothing sectional in the pro- 
posal to elect United States senators by a direct vote of the people, 
it is only necessary to point out that the quintet of states first to 
ratify the amendment is composed of Massachusetts, New York, 
Minnesota, Arizona and North Carolina. The Pacific. coast and 
gulf areas will doubtless be represented in the approving column soon.

-verett Hale by Pratt should prove to be as satisfactory as the model 
prophesies that it will be then the party of disputants that welcomes 
statuary portraiture will take heart again and look forward with hope 
to the outcome of the award to French of the opportunity to depict in 
bronze Boston’s greatest orator, Wendell Phillips. The local art 
commission in making this award has done well. French knows his 
Joston, his American history and the atmosphere in which Phillips 
lived. He began his career with the “Minuteman” and down to 
his “Lincoln” that has recently been erected at Lincoln, Neb., he 
has seldom failed when an appeal has been made to his Americanism. 

Boston has not been as generous in providing public statues of 
her great sons as she might have been. There are striking omis- 
sions in the lists of colonial, revolutionary and civil war heroes. The 
wonder is. with so much wealth 1n the hands of descendants of the 
families that made New England preeminent for so long a time, and 
with such sculptors as now live in the country eager for commissions 
that appeal to their patriotism as well as to their zest for achievement, 
that more is not done. To’date the most satisfactory portrait 
statues are the equestrian ““Washington” in the Public Garden and 
St. Gaudens’ memorial for R. G. Shaw. Several of the statues that 
line Commonwealth avenue deserve the fate that befell the original 
Cass-effigy in the Public Garden. 

That Phillips and Garrison should find permanent bronze 
memorials prior to some of their contemporaries much more in favor 
in circles that ordinarily plan such tributes of admiration, is one of 
the ironies of local history. How little love was shown in the atti- 
tudes of State street and of Harvard University toward Phillips is 
disclosed in Morse’s memoir of Henry Lee and in the correspondence 
between Charles Eliot Norton and James Russell Lowell recently 
published.

ot the author who is being puffed in publisher’s advertisements and 
in publisher’s literary notes. For a season the scheme works? and 
long enough to make undoubted but unheralded talent and genius 
chate and conscientious publishers fume. Then the bubble breaks, 
the thing that went up like a rocket comes down like a stick, and 
the favorite of yesterday is a castaway. 

In book advertising, as in all other forms, it is well to be judicial, 
and to keep within sight of the truth. Readers who are fooled have 
memories as long as those of housewives who are now discounting 
much advertising especially prepared for them. No people can pro- 
duce “‘masterpieces’ as often as American publishers announce them. 
The wise author relies on intrinsic merit, reasonable publicity in 
advertisements that are veracious, intelligent literary criticism, and 
the championship of his discriminating readers, to provide him with 
a market. The wise reader puts under immediate question/ the 
publisher whose geese are all swans.

carry with it authority to make and to Control 
enforce regulations concerning the power x 
companies at present drawing water from the 
stream. It is intimated that the committee will not undertake to 
regulate rates chafged by the power companies, but will leave this 
matter to be managed by the state of New York. We believe there 
can be no wiser solution of the Niagara problem, so far as the United 
States is concerned, than one which will delegate all authority over 
the falls to the war department: There have.been years of contro- 
versy on the subject between the New York and federal authorities, 
with the net result that the power companies have increased their 
privileges to the injury of one of the most magnificent of the world's 
natural spectacles. 

Rates charged for power are a secondary consideration. The 
entire question of power should be subordinated to the question of 
preserving the falls. [It is not all-essential, save from the point of 
view of a few private interests, that any power shall be taken from 
Niagara. Much as the country is interested in material develop- 
ment, desirable as it is that waterpower generally shall be utilized, 
there are considerations here that overshadow all the claims of com- 
mercialism. There is but one Niagara. It has’ come down to this 
generation as a priceless inheritance and a sacred trust, and it should 
be passed on to posterity unharnessed and unimpaired. 
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IN THE younger and simpler days of the 
American republic, William Allen Butler, 

poet and wit, presented its people with “Flora 
McFlimsey,” who with all of her trunks and 
bandboxes, and frocks and costumes, had 
“nothing to wear.” This was before the era 

of great fortunes. In those days there were 

few, if any, millionaires in the country, and 

no multi-millionaires. American fashion | _ 
sought Saratoga and Long Branch and New- . 
port, rather than the European capitals. Miss Flora represented an 
extreme type, so extreme, indeed, that many regarded ‘her simply 
in the light of a humorous exaggeration. — hey little thought what 
Gftv or sixty vears would do toward making William Allen Butlers 
fanciful creation actual. 

In a recent invoice of an American woman's wardrobe are to 
be found items of which Miss McFlimsey could never have dreamed. 
This wardrobe, it should be said, was one designed for traveling. The 
outfit consisted of twenty-two trunks, which contained, according to 
the owner’s accounting, a pink diamond valued at $20,000; a ring, 
$14,000; a pendant, $13,000; other diamond jewelry, $17,000; a 
chinchilla coat, $6000; a fox stole, $2250; other furs, $8000; a lamb 
coat, $1500; several gowns from $400 to $500 each; a single wasst, 
$445: fat, $250; a white applique lace parasol, $300, and almost 
‘nnumerable other beautiful, costly, and, of course, necessary things, 
the total value of the wardrobe being placed at $177,000. There is 
no talk of humorous exaggeration here, nor is it intimated in any 
quarter from which authentic information might come that this is 
an exceptional case, or that it marks the most that might be done 
in invoicing an American twentieth century traveling woman's ward-
